PROPER ACTION. 


LL sportsmen should, and doubtless will, ap- 
prove the action of the stewards (Messrs. 
George D. Widener, Walter M. Jeffords and W. 
S. Vosburgh) at Saratoga in the matter of the 
poisoning of the Rancocas Stable’s filly Ladana. 
The stewards, finding that “the filly was ad- 
mittedly poisoned” prior to the running of the 
Burnt Hills Handicap on August 13, from which 
the officials ordered her withdrawn because of 
her condition, on August 15 adopted a resolution 
in which they condemned the management of the 
stable for not having taken measures to prevent 
the poisoning. 

Further the stewards considered the incident 
as “scandalous and calculated to impair confi- 
dence in racing,’’ and they deemed it necessary 
therefore to order that ‘no further entries by the 
Rancocas Stable to overnight events be accepted 
during the meeting.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE regrets that this should have 
happened to Trainer Frank M. Taylor, just as it 
would regret that it should have happened to any 
other trainer, and it isn’t losing sight of the truth 
that the racing associations are entirely too lax 
in policing the stable yards, but the fact remains 
that the trainer of a racing stable is the respon- 
sible head of that institution. 

It is up to the trainer to so surround himself 
with proper employees that such things as poison- 
ing, sponging, stuffing and doping horses cannot 
be done. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE congratulates the Saratoga 
stewards on their action and hopes that it will 
Serve to inaugurate better control and better 
stable management throughout the land. 

It is further hoped that their quick and firm 
decision will be the means of inspiring stewards 
elsewhere to be more alert and more guardful 
of the right of the race-going public to have 
every item of protection possible. 


Oh, those press agents! Here’s one making C. 
Bruce Head, who is to be general manager of the 
Miami Beach Jockey Club track, say: “Since it 
(the track) is to occupy an island, our patrons 
will come in speed boats and airships.’ That 


would indicate a limited attendance, presuming 
there is to be no other way of getting there.

AFTER THE FIRST SALE. 


HE morning after the first night’s sale at 

Saratoga, one of THE BLOOD-HORSE staff re- 
marked: ‘When these sales are over, an editorial 
on stud fees will be in order.”’ To which another 
of the staff replied: “Yes, and also one on over- 
production, perhaps.’”’ Whereupon the first sug- 
gestor said: “I hardly believe that will be 
necessary.” 

Having the thought that “one swallow does 
not make a summer,” we will not judge the 
yearling sales by the returns for the first night, 
nor for the first week, notwithstanding the fact 
that at the end of the first week it appears that 
the general average is to be considerably under 
the $2,000 which THE BLOOD-HORSE believed it 
might approximate. 

However, we know that there must be an 
adjustment to a lower level of fees for stallion 
services, if the owners of stallions desire the 
patronage of mares outside their own estab- 
lishments. 

On the other hand the fee matter will be of 
small moment to the stallion owner who will 
want to limit the services of the horse to mares 
in his own stud. 

It will be the small breeder who will be most 
concerned about stallion fees during the coming 
season, as it was during last season. 

Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE know about the 
columns of matter we have printed on the sub- 
jects of over-production and elimination, and 
they also, perhaps, know how little attention was 
given to the suggestions made. 

The breeders, in the matter of over-production, 
and the track owners, in the matter of elimina- 
tion, appear to be content to have the laws of 
average, the laws of supply and demand, work 
out the problems. 

It is the slower process, but it is immutable 
in its certainty, as all interested in breeding and 
racing horses will in a short while understand 
by their experiences. 


Bad luck for Willard Mack, good fellow and 
keen sportsman, when Bill Bee Stable’s Sun’s 
Son was cut down at Hawthorne. Better race 
riding and better horseshoeing would prevent 
many such injuries to horses racing in America. 
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NDER the above caption there appeared in 

The Elizabethtown News (Elizabethtown, 
Ky.) on June 30, an editorial which has since 
been circulated through ‘The Callahan Corre- 
spondence,”’ conducted by Col. P. H. Callahan, 
of Louisville. Colonel Callahan, like the editor 
of The Elizabethtown News, has long been in the 
camp of that element in Kentucky which has 
come to be known as _ anti-everything-liberal. 
Here is the editorial: 


It appears Kentucky is not to be the only State 
in the South to legalize racetrack gambling. 
Florida has already passed an act which author- 
izes pari-mutuel betting at race courses, and now 
the Alabama Senate has gone on record as favor- 
ing the same thing at Mobile. 

The adoption of legalized race track gambling 
in these Southern States will make the race 
courses less profitable in Kentucky. If there were 
legalized race track gambling permitted in all 
the Southern States and at the various county 
fairs, it would probably destroy the profit in the 
whole business and end finally in the abolishment 
of the race courses. 

The News is heartily in favor of the breeding of 
Thoroughbred horses and Thoroughbred horses 
are bred for racing purposes, therefore, The News 
is really in favor of races. We can see no more 
objection to horses racing at Churchill Downs, 
Latonia and Lexington than we can see them 
racing on the tracks at county fairs. 

What The News is opposed to is the State 
legalizing gambling at these race courses. Gamb- 
ling is regarded as wrong by statutory pro- 
visions in all of the States except Nevada, and if 
it is wrong to gamble with cards or with dice, 
on baseball games or any other pastime, it should 
not be considered right for the State to legalize 
it on a race course. 

All attempts in Kentucky to repeal the pari- 
mutuel law have failed, but there are many in- 
dications and symptoms that racing will fail on 
account of the small amount of money compara- 
tively being bet through the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines, and one of the things which will hasten 
the fate of the race courses is the multiplicity of 
them throughout the South. 


That vein in the editorial declaring favor of 
the breeding of Thoroughbred horses and no 
objection to horse racing, but voicing opposition 
to betting (they always say gambling) on the 
contests is the same old train of thought that 
has been wrecked every time the crew to which 
Colonel Callahan and Editor Sommers belong 
brought it out in political campaigns in Ken- 
tucky. 


There is a note of exultation in the last para- 
graph of the editorial. The News editor is glee- 
ful because he sees “indications that racing will 
fail,” even though it could not be killed by re- 
peal of the pari-mutuel law, because the people 
would not repeal the pari-mutuel law. 


It is The News editor's hope, seconded by 


Colonel Callahan, that the turnover may dwindle’ 


until operation shall have become unprofitable, 
and it isn’t beyond the range of possibility that 
that hope may be realized, not, however, alto- 
gether because of the opening of tracks in other 
States, but because of high taxation, undimin- 
ished overhead and increased commission on the 
betting. In other words, through mismanage- 
ment occasioned chiefly by domination of a cer- 
tain other element in Kentucky politics.

WO especially attractive yearlings are going 

from the Elmwood Farm of M. Webb Offutt, 
near Georgetown, Ky., to Saratoga to be sold at 
the Fasig-Tipton Company's auctions now in 
progress. One of them is owned in partnership 
with the Himyar Stud, and will be sold with the 
Himyar colts on the night of Friday, August 21. 
The other is a filly which Mr. Offutt decided at 
the last minute to send to Saratoga. E. J. Tran- 
ter, president of the Fasig-Tipton Company, has 
made a place for her in the schedule of Monday 
night, August 24. A supplement will be issued 
for her. 

Worry over the condition of his brother, Dr. 
W. N. Offutt, who was at Rochester, Minn., for 
an operation but is now on the way to recovery, 
caused Mr. Offutt to neglect entering the filly 
earlier. One day last week it occurred to him 
that she ought to have been entered for the Sara- 
toga auctions and he hastily made arangements. 
She is a white-faced bay, by Prince Pal (sire of 
Mate and leading sire of the year) out of Boo 
Boo (a winner), by *McGee, next dam Litha, by 
*Ingoldsby, and back to the great mare, Ballet, 
dam of Modesty and founder of a fine family of

WICE last week THE BLOOD-HORSE permitted 

errors to get by. It allowed the pedigree of 
Buckup to be published with Edward Corrigan 
as the breeder, when it was, of course, James W. 
Corrigan who bred the Test Stakes winner. It 
was stated also, in the account of the Hawthorne 
Handicap, that Sun Beau’s 131 pounds was the 
highest he had ever carried. In the Toronto 
Autumn Cup at Woodbine last fall he carried 
132 pounds a mile and a quarter and won by a 
length from Sandy Ford. 

Noting the inadvertence concerning Buckup, 
Mrs. Jay Daingerfield Van Winkle, of Louisville, 
who was associated with her sister, Miss Eliza- 
beth Daingerfield, when the latter was manager 
of James W. Corrigan’s nursery, wrote to THE 
BLOoD-HORSE a note calling attention to the error, 
and added: “I bought *Reginella with Queen's

race horses. Rhinock, one of Prince Pal’s best, 
was out of a *McGee mare. No particular effort 
hed been made, prior to last week, to get the 
filly ready for the sales and she has been running 
out until her muscles are as hard as those of a 
horse in training. She has a good body, with 
all the evidences of a good constitution. The legs 
are dependable looking. She has the muscula- 
ture to furnish great driving power. Few Prince 
Pals are on the market this year, and this one 
probably will attract much interest. 

The colt, which sells with the Himyar Stud 
colts, is a bay by American Flag out of *Laugh- 
ing Eyes II (winner 23 races up to eight and 
dam of the winners Hidden Thoughts and Mor- 
eyes), by Irish Lad out of the stakes winner and 
good producer La Ribaude, by Rabelais——-an ex- 
cellent pedigree. As an individual the colt is 
extra good. He is big, and weighs more than 
1,050 pounds. His weight is due to his extreme 
solidity and good muscles. He gives an impres- 
sion of great power for propulsion, with a solid 
foundation for training. Like most of the Amer- 
ican Flags, he has good manners and is a good 
doer. J. A. EB. 


Park by her side for $50 at the McCullough Es- 
tate sale [in 1914, when *Reginella was 19 years 
old], and sold her in foal to Sweep to Mr. Mc- 
kinney, the foal being Sweeping Glance [foaled 
1916]. *Reginella was a chestnut mare by Mel- 
ton out of Regina, by Uncas, and was foaled in 
Italy in 1895. She was imported to America by 
Henry T. Oxnard. When Mr. McKinney decided 
to retire from the Turf, his instructions to Miss 
Elizabeth Daingerfield were to sell every horse 
he owned. On the day of the sale, January 15, 
1918, *Reginella’s 2-year-old filly, Sweeping 
Glance, was too sick to be led into the auction 
ring. Mr. Corrigan sent her to England, after 
she had been bred to Ultimus in 1921. The pro- 
duce of that mating was Look Up, the dam of 
Buckup. Look Up won in England and before 
being shipped back to America as the property of 
Joseph FE. Widener was bred to Buchan, to whose 
cover she produced at Elmendorf in 1928 the 
Test Stakes winner Buckup. 
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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 


IKE HALL, the ancient gelding with the 

story-book career, is going to be sadly 
missed by his follwing, of which gentry this scrib- 
bler is a member. If ever a racer had character, 
it was Mike. A gallant fellow of honest mein, 
this big-chested bay gelding was one of the best 
distance performers in a couple of decades. It 
is true that he not infrequently tasted of defeat, 
but it may never be truthfully said that he didn’t 
possess to a marked degree that admirable spark 
of courage so necessary to the high-class per- 
former. May he spend his remaining years in 
contentment. 


AM not fervently patriotic, neither am I alien, 

but if this Phar Lap is brought over to Amer- 
ica, as per the Agua Caliente Jockey Club’s press 
agent, and he discovers here the form we are 
given to understand he revealed on the: Turf 
courses of his native Australia, those of us who 
have been imagining we have the best horses in 
the world are due for a violent shock. Phar Lap 
typifies the highest development of that antipo- 
dean Thoroughbred to which our own bloodstock 
owes so much of its virtues. Those who have 
been inclined to smile at the suggestions of ad- 
vocates of the infusion of Australian blood may, 
if Phar Lap is the horse we think, become con- 
verts to a worthy cause. There is but one corner 
in the world, generally speaking, producing 
horses fitted to better our own stock—-Australia, 
where horses are liberally endowed with strength 
and endurance. 


Phar Lap is the sort of racer accustomed to 
packing around 140 pounds over true cup dis- 
tances. A horse of much the same psysical mould 
of Exterminator, he races with his head uncov- 
ered, is a powerful stretch-runner with an excep- 
tionally lengthy stride, and a smoother-gaited 
horse under high weights would be hard to point 
out. To my mind the only question about Phar 
Lap’s proving many pounds above the best Amer- 
ican horses, particularly over big distances, is a 
question of his producing his best form here. 


UCK WEAVER isn’t so sure that Extermi- 

nator would be outrun in that mythical horse 
race. Maybe not, but I shall never be convinced 
he was an exceptionally fast horse and think I 
have seen a number of horses which could have 
beaten him as far as their stamina would permit. 
Bubbling Over, Man o’ War, Twenty Grand and 
Sarazen, to mention a few, could have, I honestly 
believe, carried 126 pounds at three and dusted 
the lanky gelding to the queen’s taste at one and 
one-quarter miles. In order to head that quartet, 
“Old Bones’ would have to get down there in 
2:01, probably faster, and he never proved he 
was equipped with that brand of speed, though 
no one in his right senses would say he was de- 
void of that commodity. 

Speed over-emphasized? Perhaps. But none 
of the above mentioned four would hesitate in 
their flight to allow Exterminator’s class to as- 
sert itself. The gelding’s class, which when boiled 
down is weight-carrying ability, gameness and 
stamina, might enable him to overtake those 
winged things, but not at a mile and one-quarter 
under 126 pounds. I was ever a great admirer 
of Exterminator, liked him as well as the next,

but refuse to allow my judgment to be blurred 
in such matters by sentiment.

HILE I was inclined to lay the recent defeat 

of Sun Beau to the weight-concessions he 
was making in the race, the Hawthorne Handi- 
cap, there are those who explain the upset by 
saying he had staled off a bit. If this be the 
correct analysis, he should fare better at Sara- 
toga, where horses naturally “do good.” The 
air and water are very healthful and horses 
which require but little work in preparation for 
racing at other points usually add much flesh 
at Saratoga if their training schedule isn’t made 
more strenuous. And speaking of form re- 
versals, A. C. Bostwick’s 3-year-old ace, Mate, 
ran the only bad race of his career to date when 
he finished a poor sixth in the seven-horse field 
which paraded for the Saranac Handicap, over 
the Withers mile at Saratoga Springs, on Wednes- 
day, August 12. All manner of theories pertinent 
to the cause of his startling defeat are being 
advanced, but none seem to “hold water.” Per- 
haps it was just one of those days such as were 
experienced by Reigh Count and Gallant Fox at 
the Spa. That is rather vague, but the best defi- 
nition we can think of just at present. 


Trainer Healy had stated prior to the run- 
ning of the race that his charge was in excellent 
condition. The muddy course? No, it doesn’t 
seem plausible, considering the fine form he had 
previously displayed in soft going. Nor does it 
seem likely that the vast difference in the weight 
assignments could have been sufficient to have 
so retarded his progress. Now it’s your guess. 
For the benefit of those gentlemen harboring the 
thought that Killashandra is so largely respon- 
sible for Mate, it may be noted that her first 
foal, Pokey Joe, now a 4-year-old, finished last 
in a field of jumpers at the Spa on August 7. 
Pokey Joe, apparently well-named, is an _ un- 
sexed son of Trap Rock. I think the figures will 
disclose that he has amassed something like $750 
since the beginning of the year 1930.

RIFFIN WATKINS’ Insco now is at Churchill 

Downs. Saw him in company with a well 
known and very competent veterinarian one day 
last week. The latter passed his opinion that the 
son of *Sir Gallahad III-—*Starflight was doing 
very nicely. Naturally, the horse looks a bit 
drawn and wasted, but he evinces no timidity in 
placing his weight upon the damaged limb. Insco 
was cut out for a real good racer, is a fine indi- 
vidual and bred as he is, he should make a de- 
sirable sire. He will be a handsome stallion 


when he has furnished out and taken on the 
usual crest of the stallion. 
IM ELLIS’ conduct of his annual summer 


meeting at Dade Park will be welcomed by 
the horsemen of this section, as they haven't the 
usual fields in which to prepare for the winter's 
lay-off. Every little bit helps. Of course, there 
is racing in abundance at Chicago ovals, but the 
courses at that point are filled to overflowing 
now, according to reports. In proceeding with 
his usual meeting as conditions now are, Mr. 
Ellis faces what looks to be a certain and de- 
cided loss, but it is refreshing to note that no 
squawks are emanating from his direction. Com- 
paring the populations of the cities, Mr. Ellis’ 
chances of making money with his meeting are 
approximately twice as slender as in such a ven-

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ture at Churchill Downs, yet there is not a word 
of the depression, to say nothing of cancellation 
of the dates.

IZING up the Widener yearlings at Churchill 

Downs, one gains the impression that the 
racing mogul will have some very worthy repre- 
sentation in the juvenile stakes of the coming 
year, with a modicum of luck. This connoisseur 
of the Thoroughbred selected the best of the big 
band the master of Elmendorf sent to the 
Churchill Downs oval for their lessons in the 
rudiments of racing in 1930 in the colt Robinson 
Crusoe, a close relative to Osmand of which much 
is expected, and is ready to pass along his choice 
of the great band of forty-odd royally-bred young- 
sters destined to fly the red and white stripes of 
their owner in 1932. This is the solid chestnut 
daughter of John P. Grier—Sweetheart, and if by 
any chance you imagine the colts cannot call for 
much where a filly is given the preference, you 
are mistaken.

WO fillies are missing—the bay by *Carlaris 

—Grey Goose, dead because of a leg broken 
during a storm, and the brown by Brown Bud— 
*Apparition, because of breast and head injuries 
received during another storm—from the Him- 
yar Stud and Col. Phil T. Chinn consignment to 
be sold at the Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks 
in Saratoga on Tuesday evening, August 25. 
This, however, leaves 36, which were shipped out 
from Lexington last Saturday morning on a 
special train of 11 cars, along with the colts, 
which were discussed in THE BLOOD-HORSE last 
week, and the 18 head from Major T. C. Mc- 
Dowell’'s Ashland Stud, which are described else- 
where in this issue. 

These 36 fillies are the get of 21 sires. The 
largest number, nine, or one-fourth of the string, 
are by High Time. THE BLoop-HoRSE heretofore 
has called attention to the daughters of High 
Time as regards their worthiness and value for 
the breeding paddock after racing, or even with- 
out racing. They have had scant opportunity to 
come into their own in this respect, but from 
the glimpse they have shown in throwing such 
as Dedicate and High Foot the indication is suf- 
ficient to justify the belief that, where they have 
good female lines, brilliancy in their produce by 
Sturdy sires is to be expected. 

Looking them over we found the daughters of 
High Time to be: Chestnut half-sister to Millie 
G. and Queen Gorin from *Almandin II, by 


Faucheur out of Loute II, by Flying Fox, big 
boned and of good length. Chestnut half-sister 
to the stakes winner Mary Patricia and to Ade-

*Eagle’s Plume, nicely turned. Black half-sister 
to Panna, Calvin, Accumulator, Coohogan, Pad- 
dock, Cassie and Nos Redna out of Carrie Hogan 
(sister to Westy Hogan and to Little Blossom, 
dam of Happy Time), by Dick Finnell, is a 
charming individual and looks the part of a win- 
ner. Chestnut half-sister to Bun (15 wins) from 
Cimru (sister to the stakes winner Mawrcoron), 
by Bryn Mawr out of Coronis (one of the fastest 
mares known in England and sister to Inaugural, 
dam of 11 winners), by *Voter;\a bit swayed, but 
otherwise attractive. Bay out of Cinema (stakes 
winner and half-sister to the stakes winner Irish 
Brigadier), by Sweep out of the French mare, 
*Magic Lantern II, by Le Sagittaire, neat, stands 
well under and is a bit higher behind than in 
front. Bay sister to the stakes winner Makalu, 
the winner Haytime and hilf-sister to the stakes 
winner Begorra out of Heyday (winning half- 
sister to High Star), by Watervale from Haute 
Roche (dam of Homage, Honorable, and High 
Hand, the producers High Stakes and Ruche, and 
sister to Hour Glass II, dam of *Hourless), by 
*Rock Sand, clean, handy, with good length of 
rein. Chestnut half-sister to Donnez Moi and 
Pauly from *La Montagne (half-sister to four 
stakes winners in France), by Verdun out of 
Diavolezza (stakes winner), by Le Sagittaire, at- 
tractive and of broodmare type. Brown half- 
sister to The Squire from Nobilty, a winner, by 
*Nassovian out of *Gloriana (dam of Potent and 
sister to Melody, stakes winner in England, also 
winner in France .and Germany, and dam of 
seven winners), by *Meddler. 

Chestnut half-sister to Isolde from *Theodora 
(sister to the winers Cyrenia, in France, and 
*Amide, Potentate and Epidaure and to *Mai- 
mouna, dam of Austerlitz, winner last year and 
also this year), by Sardanapale out of Eilie, by 
Chaucer, extra good, large, lengthy, smooth, best 
of legs and feet. 

There isn’t space for detailed description of the 
others.

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SARATOGA YEARLING SALES 


REEDERS who have sold and are to sell 

Thoroughbred yearlings at Saratoga this 
month are gloomy. The returns for the first 
four evenings of the sales under the auspices of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company show a decrease of 
$348 per head by comparison with the average 
for last year, and $814 per head under the aver- 
age for the first four evenings in 1929. 

The first four evenings in 1929, the 172 head 
sold brought $379,800, average $2,208; last year 
in the first four evenings 171 head brought 
$297,925, average $1,742, while this year in the 
first four evenings 195 head brought $270,050, 
average $1,394. 

The best average obtained by any consignor 
during those four evenings was Hal Price Head- 
ley’s $3,488.89. Brownell Combs was next with 
an average of $2,333.33, and A. B. Hancock was 
third with $2,140.38. 

Hon. Leslie Combs had a loss on his yearlings, 
they failing to bring as much as he had paid out 
for stud fees and expenses. 

The average obtained by Mr. Hancock was 
considerably lower than he had expected it 
would be. 

The daylight sale, conducted by C. J. Fitz 
Gerald for Hon. J. N. Camden, Messrs. John H. 
Morris, W. S. Hunter, L. A. Railey, Howard 
Black, Admiral Cary T. Grayson and Mrs. 
Charles W. Moore, in the saddling paddock at the 
Saratoga track last Saturday, was far from sat- 
isfactory. The average for 39 head was $1,075.64, 
they bringing $41,950. 

Thus far there have been only six yearlings to 
bring five-figure prices. 

The yearlings consigned by Alex B. Gordon 


and by Coldstream Stud and B. M. Browning ° 


were not shipped. The Gordon yearlings were 
sent to the stable of Al Hamel at the Kentucky’ 
Association track on Monday of this week to be 
broken, while those of Coldstream Stud and 
partners will remain at home for a while.

DRIZZLE that later became a hard rain per- 

suaded many persons to stay away from the 
opening night of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
annual yearling sales at Saratoga. The audience 
was much smaller than is usual for the opening. 
Bidding lagged. 

Forty-five head were sold for $36,700, average 
$815.55. On the opening night of the sales last 
year, 29 head sold for $24,850, average $856.90. 
Opening night in 1929, 31 head beougat $37,150, 
average $1,198.38. 

The Shandon Stud, Inc., sold 16 head for $23,- 
550, average $1,471.87. The top price of the even- 
ing was $7,000, paid for a colt from this consign- 
ment, by Flying Ebony out of Heeltaps, and there- 
fore brother to Flying Heels. William Ziegler, Jr., 
who has spent much money in recent years in an 
effort to get a top-class horse, was the buyer. 
This sale was the last of the series of auctions 
conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company in dis- 
persing the Thoroughbred holdings of the estate 
of Gifford A. Cochran. 

The Swingalong Stud and Tollie Young dis- 
posed of 15 yearlings, all by Chilhowee, for $10,- 
750, average $716.67. Harry Hart and Mr. Young 
had done all in their power to call the attention 
of the buying public to these good colts and fil- 
lies, and it was their belief that it was a better 
crop than the one they had previously offered at 


Saratoga. Yet their sale was not nearly as good 
as in 1930, when they sold 14 head for $23,450, 
average $1,674.64. The top price last year was 
$4,000; this year it was $2,000, paid by E. D.

FLORIDA PERMITS ISSUED 


EDNESDAY, August 12, the Florida State 
Racing Commission announced that it had 
granted permits to 15 horse racing associations 
and 21 dog racing associations. Next day it an- 
nounced that it had mistakenly omitted one horse 
racing association from its list, the Duval Jockey 
Club, whose inclusion brought the number of per- 
mits in that catagory to 16. It denied five 
horse, and 13 dog, track applications. Only those 
applications which failed to comply with the 
state law were denied. 

Applicants for permits must now pay the 
cost of county elections in which public ratifica- 
tion of the meetings will be sought. Each elec- 
tion must be held within 60 or 90 days of the 
date when formal request for the election is 
made by the permit holder. One election may 
Serve to vote upon more than one permit. Per- 
mits were granted to applicants from nine 
counties. If the permits are ratified, the holders 
may return to the State Racing Commission for 
license and dates. It is bunglesome legal ma- 
chinery. Horse race meetings are limited to 50 
days each, dog meetings to 90 days each. The 
racing season is limited to four months, Decem- 
ber to March inclusive. The permits granted 
were to the following:

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ASHLAND STUD YEARLINGS 


AJOR T. C. McDOWELL has shipped from 
his Ashland Stud to Saratoga to be sold 
Tuesday evening, August 25, under auspices of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company, 18 home-bred year- 
lings. Nine are by Flying Ebony, six by Coven- 
try, one each by Wildair, Pennant and *Dis Donc. 
They comprise his entire crop, he having decided 
that he would have none of them trained. The 
Major thinks he will not race any more horses. 
He thinks he will get his fun out of raising them 
and selling them in their juvenile form. How- 
ever, that does not appear to be a resolution. It 
is just his present attitude, and, of course, atti- 
tudes are subject to change, but not this season. 
At any rate, there are some good racing pros- 
pects among those dozen and a half of colts and 
fillies, and the chances are that if the Major had 
decided to train them rather than sell them he 
would have realized more net money thereby 
than he will get out of this sale. It holds good 
that the buyers of these horses should do well 
with them, provided, of course, that they put 
them into the hands of good trainers. The best 
horse in the hands of a bad trainer is at a 
greater disadvantage than the worst horse in the 
hands of a good trainer. 

After an inspection of each individual, the 
writer is of the opinion that the star of the party 
is the black colt by Flying Ebony out of Dream 
Girl, dam of eight winners, namely Dream of the 
Valley (stakes winner of 21 races), My Dream, 
Vision (also dam of Patricia Ann, Red Hot and 
Air Castle), Realist (13 wins), Dream Maker 
(10 wins), Wild Thoughts (16 wins), Beautiful 
Dream (also dam of the winners’ Dear- 
field, Flor del Mal and Dreamess), and Dream- 
er. Dream Girl is by *Voter out of Lady Anne, 
stakes winning daughter of Kinley Mack from the 
great race mare Bracegirdle (dam of The Man- 
ager and eight other winners), by Fonso. This 
colt is very like his sire in every respect, and this 
writer thinks his buyer will surely have a prize. 

Distinction’s half-brother, the bay colt by Fly- 
ing Ebony out of Chamita (also dam of Bene- 
factor and Fame and half-sister to Tat and Al- 
kanet), by The Manager, she out of the winner 
Alanarka, by Alan-a-Dale from the stakes winner 
Monarka, by Prince of Monaco, is probably sec- 
ond best. He is a grand individual, quite smooth 
and has plenty of sense. 


Major McDowell appears to have a ieaning 
toward the black filly by Flying Ebony out of 
Plum, when the subject of the choice of those of 
her sex is suggested. The bay daughter of Fly- 
ing Ebony from Latonia, by *Ogden, also has 
many admirers, including the writer. They are 
both very good fillies, indeed. The Plum filly 
is more like her sire, while the Latonia filly ruus 
back to Bracegirdle’s line, as does Distinction’s 
half-brother, in the matter of color and appear- 
ance. Plum was a stakes winner and dam of the 
winners Peach Flag, Lady Bountiful, Lady Holly- 
wood, Plum Wings and Plum Run. Plum is a 
sister to Different Eyes, stakes winner of 25 
races. Plum is by The Manager out of Acushla 
(also dam of the winners Miss Velma, Mirth, 
Gibson, Tipperary and Caution, also dam of eight 
winners, including Eddie Rickenbacker, stakes 
winner of 42 races), by Miser. Latonia won and is 
dam of the winners Belpre, Elusive, Valiant and 
Double Quick. She is by *Ogden out of Ecstasy 
(dam of the winners Trooper, and Votary and 
Wilful, dam of the winners Obstinate and Nettie 
May), by *Ben Strome out of Bracegirdle. 


The bay filly by Flying Ebony out of Gossip 
(dam of the stakes winner Glide, The Talker, 
Tattle and Slanderer), by *The Scribe, out of 
Belle of Ashland (winner and also dam of the 
stakes winers Premier and Cheer Leader, and the 
winners Dodson, Grif, Dorlon, Azalea, Belario, 
Cappy Ricks, Rubien and Expressive and the 
producers Feminist and Watermelon), by Orna- 
ment, out of Bracegirdle, is also very attractive. 

Probably the best of the Coventrys in the con- 
signment is the good, strong, brown or black 
colt out of Pleasing (dam of the winners Royal 
Ruffin, Genial and Watergap), by Sweep, out of 
the stakes winner Olive Wood (also dam of the 
winners Winging and Truncheon), by The Man- 
ager out of Fancywood (winner of 11 races and 
dam of six winners including Attentive, dam of 
six winners, and also of Applause, dam of six 
winners), by Prince of Monaco. 

The bay colt by Pennant out of Ship of War 
(sister to Stream Line), by Man o’ War, out of 
the grand race mare Waterblossom, by Waterboy, 
is a good individual, quite smooth, not so large 
as the Pennants usually come, but large enough. 

The brown filly by Wildair—America (stakes 
winner and dam of the winners Victoire, Attract- 
ive, Red Pennant, Forbearance, Americana and 
Stars and Stripes), by *Voter out of Bracegirdle, 
is small, but good, and, as Courtney expressed it, 
“all horse.” 

The *Dis Donc colt, a bay, out of Pretty Puss 
(dam of Quita and sister to the winners American 
Legion, American Eagle and Grimalkin), by The 
Manager out of Star Cat (winner and also dam 
of the winners Progressive, Ascot, Star Jassmine, 
Puss in Boots II and the producers Clarabella 
and Pussyfoot II), by *Star Shoot, is a big, strong 
fellow which will do for hunting after racing. 
Star Jasmine was a stakes winner and was dam 
of five winners and the producer Star Puss. Puss 
in Boots II was a stakes winner in this country 
and a producer in England. 

The black filly by Flying Ebony out of Ebony 
(winning, producing granddaughter of Brace- 
girdle), by *Sain, is of good quality and big 
enough. She is half-sister to Redwood, Choice 
and Frances Milward, and her dam is half-sister 
to four winners. The bay filly by Flying Ebony 
—College Girl (winner and dam of three win- 
ners), by The Manager out of School Mistress, 
by Hamburg, next dam *Sain’s dam, *The Task, 
by Barcaldine, is a good one of the wear and tear 
sort. The bay colt by Flying Ebony—cCaution 
(dam of eight winers), by *Planudes, is a good 
chunk. The black filly by Flying Ebony—Queen 
Mother, by The Manager out of the grand race 
mare King‘s Daughter, by Ornament, is a bit 
light of bone and constitution, but trimly made. 

Now as’ to the others by Coventry: The In- 
fatuation colt is lighter than Coventry’s get usu- 
ally appear. The sister to Miss Bess, out of Prin- 
cess Royal, by Uncle from King’s Daughter, is 4 
nice one with good feet and legs. In fact they all 
have good feet, generally good bone and no blem- 
ishes. She is also half-sister to four winners. 
The brown colt out of Preference, by *North 
Star III from Distinction, is a big, rough fellow, 
somewhat straight on his pasterns. So is Sun 
Beau. The black filly out of Court Lady, win- 
ning daughter of Manager Waite from King’s 
Daughter, is plain and strong. The brown half- 
brother to Aunt Deda (38 wins), Quality Allwing, 
Eminent, Rosamond, Coy and Little Manager, out 
of Little Daughter, by *Ogden—King’s Daughter, 
is of good size and smooth.

ANOTHER VETERAN GONE 


WEEP is dead. The 24-year-old son of Ben 
Brush from Pink Domino, by Domino out of 
*Belle Rose, by Beaudesert from Monte Rosa, 
by Craig Millar, was bred at Castleton by the 
late James R. Keene, and at the time of his 
death, which occurred from an unexpected at- 
tack of indigestion and congestion in the after- 
noon of Saturday, August 15, at John S. Barbee’s 
Glen-Helen Stud, which had been his home for 
many years. He was the property of Messrs. John 
S. Barbee, J. C. Carrick and Andrew K. Stone, 
the latter having succeeded to the interest of his 
father, the late A. K. Stone, of Georgetown. 
Sweep was a splendid individual, a brown 
horse, of his sire’s mold and type, with a lovely 
disposition. He was a game and true race horse 
and a more than ordinarily worthy sire. Sweep’s 
most important successes on the Turf were the 
Futurity, National Stallion, Belmont, Carlton and 
Lawrence Realization Stakes. His earnings in 
racing amounted to $63,948. Sweep was sold at 
the dispersal sale of James R. Keene’s Castleton 
Stud in Madison Square Garden in 1913 to Messrs. 


Barbee, Carrick and Stone for $17,500 and they 
twice refused $100,000 for him. 

Sweep first came into notice as a stallion when, 
in 1917, he was the leading sire of 2-year-olds. 
The following year he was not alone the leading 
sire of 2-year-olds, but the head of the list of 
sires of winners in America. Once more, in 
1925, he headed the American sire list. Each 
other year from and after 1918 he was well up 
in the list of sires. He also had prominence as a 
sire of broodmares. 

Among the better horses sired by Sweep are 
Eternal, Leonardo II, The Porter, General 
Thatcher, Cherokee, Lovely Manners, Sweepster, 
Sweep On, Sweep By, Sweep Clean, Sweep All, 
Jack Higgins, Sheridan, Regalo, Little Visitor, 
Pen Rose, Nancy F., Lady Astor, Untidy, Demi- 
john, Sweepmint, Skeezix, Sweepstakes, Big- 
heart, Sweep Park, Whetstone, Sweeping Away, 
Cinema, Patricia J., Lounger, Uncle Hood, Lady 
Capulet, Polvo, Clean Boy, Lucile, Battle Sweep, 
Patsy Carter, Justone. 

Bubbling Over, Upset Lad, Northland, The 
Heathen, Budana, Ruddy Light, Penalo, Republic, 
Triskette, Phillip and others are out of daughters 
of Sweep. 

Sweep served well the past season and it was 
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intended that he would be in service again in 
1932. Knowing that Sweep’s days of usefulness 
would not be numerous, even though his condi- 
tion at the time did not indicate that one should 
be alarmed about him for a year or so, Mr. Bar- 
bee bought Noah at the dispersal sale of the 
Himyar Stud breeding stock last spring, and the 
son of Peter Pan—*First Flight, by Thrush— 
*Earl’s Seat, by Wolf’s Crag—-Evanthe, by Rosi- 
crucian, is to succeed “the old master’ at Glen- 
Helen. Whether or not Dr. Carrick and Mr. 
Stone have an interest, or will have an interest, 
in Noah has not been announced. 


IRISH HORSES SELL CHEAPLY. 

For 44 horses described (after the sale) as 
“moderate lots’ and sent to the auction of 
Messrs. Goff & Co., at Ballsbridge, Dublin, Ire- 
land, August 3, by the executors of the late 
Albert Lowry, a total of $8,815, an overage of 
$220.30, was obtained. Three stallions were sold, 
Defiance, 10, by The Tetrarch—Bright, $1,100; 
Bachelor’s Heir, 12, by Tredennis—Bachelor’s 
Berrill, $700, and Bachelor’s Craft, 18, by Tre- 
dennis— Lady Bawn, $100. Twenty-one brood- 
mares averaged $177, and 20 horses out of train- 
ing averaged $152.50.

Pretty Polly died at Eyrefield Lodge Stud, Kil- 
dare, Ireland, Monday, August 17. Pretty Polly, 
chestnut, foaled 1901, was by Gallinule—Admira- 
tion, by Saraband. She won the One Thousand 
Guineas, Oaks, St. Leger, National Breeders, 
Champion and Metropolitan Stakes and was only 
twice defeated in her racing career. Once she 
was second to Presto II and another time second 
to Bachelor’s Button. She earned nearly $190,000. 
She was the dam of Polly Flinders, Clackmanan 
and Molly Desmond, dam of Spike Island, winner 
of the Irish Derby. She was sister to Adula (dam 
of Mountain Mint), Admiral Hawke and Miranda 
(dam of *Golden Guinea, Loch Maree and King 


John, winner of Irish Derby), and half-sister to 
Admirable Crichton, Coriander and Veneration II, 
dam of *Nassovian, Craiganour, Glorvina, The 
Sybarite, Reverence and Sacred Ibis, dam of In- 
cense. 

FRIAR ROCK’S SONS. 

“But how about Friar Rock’s sons?” asks

Mate fin- 
ished out of the money in the Saranac Handicap, 
which was taken by Danour. Thursday William 
R. Coe’s Polonaise and Dinner Time finished one- 
two in the Schuylerville Stakes. Mrs. John D. 
Hertz had the happiness to see Risque triumph 
in the Alabama Stakes on Friday. The last day 
of the week there were three stakes. Joseph E. 
Widener’s Indigo won the North American 
Steeplechase Handicap; the Greentree Stable’s 
St. Brideaux scored in the Saratoga Handicap, 
and C. V. Whitney’s Top Flight, undefeated, 
gained the Saratoga Special, with a rattling 
good colt, Hal Price Headley’s Indian Runner, 
next behind her. 

The poisoning of Ladana, followed by drastic 
action on the part of the stewards in ordering 
refusal of entries from the Rancocas Stable in 
overnight events, was a regrettable incident of 
the week.

A. C. Bostwick’s Mate, making his first start 
since his victory in the Classic, finished next to 
last in a field of seven in the twenty-ninth run- 
ning of the Saranac Handicap ($3,500 added, 3- 
year-olds, one mile), Wednesday, August 12, at 
Saratoga Springs. Five horses not generally 
considered of the first flight finished ahead of 
him.

Support for Happy Scot in 
the race was unnaturally heavy, indicating that 
a betting coup had been planned. After the dis- 
covery of Ladana’s condition, however, a new 
book on the race was made in which Happy Scot 
closed at 1 to 2. He won by a head from Chest- 
nut Oak. . . . The story makes one wonder if 
Mate was poisoned in the Saranac Handicap. 


Algernon Daingerfield, Assistant Secretary of 
The Jockey Club, gave to the press at Saratoga 
last Saturday afternoon the following, which was 
addressed to Frank M. Taylor, trainer of the 
Rancocas Stable, and signed by Messrs. George 
D. Widener, Walter M. Jeffords and W. S. Vos- 
burgh, stewards:

The receiver stated that an announcement will 
be made at the sales ring in Saratoga that the 
yearlings being sold there by him as Receiver for 
Himyar Stud and Phil T. Chinn will be for cash 
only. Everyone is hoping that it will be a good 
sale.

PRINCE OF WALES GOLD CUP. 

William Woodard, president of the National 
Foxhunters’ Association, Monday of this week 
announced the conditions of the Prince of Wales 
Gold Cup Steeplechase, which is to be run Thurs- 
day, November 12, over the three mile course at 
Hamburg Place, under sanction and rules of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association. The 
race which is for 3-year-olds and upward, is to 
have $5,000 value and a gold trophy, which must 
be won three times by the same person before 
becoming the permanent property of that person. 
The entries will close Thursday, October 1. There 
is a subscription fee of $25 for each horse nomi- 
nated and an additional $100 for each starter. 
The money is divided $3,500 to the winner, $1,000 


to second, and $500 to third. Weights: 3-year olds 
137 pounds, 4-year-olds 154 pounds, 5-year-olds 
160 pounds, 6-year-olds 162 pounds. Maidens al- 
lowed 5 pounds. 

President Woodard is going to Saratoga next 
week to interest the owners of steeplechasers 
and members of hunt clubs in the event, which 
will be run the day following the Orphans’ Day 
racing at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, 
and during the week of the National Foxhunters’ 
Association annual meeting, and also the week 
of the sales of breeding stock at E. J. Tranter’s 
Lexington Sales Paddocks. It will be the biggest 
week of the autumn in Lexington. There will be 
no other races for Thoroughbreds at Lexington 
this year. The annual race meeting for trotters 
at the grounds of the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association, September 21 to 29. 


LATONIA’S DISTRIBUTION. 


In its 31-day summer meeting of this year, the 
Latonia Jockey Club distributed $360,615, a daily 
average of $11,632.74. In its 37-day summer 
meeting of last year it distributed $406,170, a 
daily average of $10,977.57. This year the lead- 
ing money-winning horse was Spanish Play, the 
leading stable Knebelkamp and Morris, the lead- 
ing jockeys M. Rose and C. Corbett (tied with 
24 winners each), the leading trainer Jack 
Howard. 


ALVEY’S IS RAIDED. 


Police on August 11 raided a suite of six rooms 
on the third floor of the Tyler building on Jeffer- 
son street, between Third and Fourth, in Louis- 
ville, and arrested Ed Alvey, long called ‘king 
of Louisville bookmakers,’ and Earl Neff, an 
employee. Police stated that they found the 
suite furnished and equipped for the purpose of 
betting on horse races. They stated that two 
telegraph wires entered the place and that they 
removed a dozen telephones. Two of the rooms, 
the police said, were formerly used by the Atlas 
Sporting News Service, operated by George 
Blincoe, which went out of business through in- 
junctions obtained by the General News Bureau, 
which has a monoply on the distribution of 
racing information, including results and prices, 
to betting rooms throughout the country. Alvey 
was charged with maintaining rooms where bets 
are taken on horse races, a statutory offense in 
Kentucky. 

In Police Court the following day, the charge 
was amended to become a misdemeanor. Alvey 
was fined $20 and his assistant was fined $10. 
The Louisville Times, under the caption, “Com- 
parative Costs,”’ said: ‘Edward Alvey, veteran 
in his vocation, rarely unemployed, who was ar- 
rested on the charge that he was operating a 
handbook, was fined $20 in the Police Court, on 
an amended charge. He may now return to his 
daily functions. License to operate a Ford in the 
State costs about $11. In Louisville cost of a city 
license is added.”
